The claim of corruption oomee from 
the same noaroe that the threats uama 
from, which makes tbe ebarge of oor- 
raptlon self explanatory. 


There are not many men living wbo 


have defended more persons charged 
with crime than tbe writer, which prac- 
tice broaght him In contact with some 
bad characters whleb famished oppor- 
tunity to observe tbe worst tide of 
tbe tinmen mind. He bas found, as 
a result of observation aud thought, 
that all men poeess like faeultiei lu 
degree. The more honest are possessed 
of less canning and seetetivenese than 
a thief, but these faculties are in a 
more or less active relation to life in 
all men. Canning and searstlrenees 
make their appearanae very often in 
falsehood, whiah Is intended to cover 
or to exoase an immoral or a criminal 
aet.

If the immoral or the 
criminal act consists of a threat some 
excuse is furnished for making it and 
If it fails iu its accomplishment some 
excuse is famished for its miscarriage 
which exoase is more often a lie than 
the truth. Tbe threats made to de- 
feat Newlands were not accomplished, 
they miscarried and au exense ia fam- 
ished for the miscarriage aeeordiog to 
tha demand there ia npon those w o o 
made the threats to annihilate bun nn 
litioally.
